Judgjng from the overwhelming evidence, America has be- 
gun to ask itself a very wise question. 

Why spend a thousand dollars or more—if you have *em— 
to stroll through the corridors of the Louvre? Or travel six 
thousand miles to look at the Swiss Alps or cruise over Scan- 
dinavia’s steel blue fjords, when right at home we have a 
stunning wonderland in our national parks? 

You have only to observe the recent figures on the number 
of visitors to California’s great parks during the last year— 
if you want to find out how America and California are an- 
swering that question. In that period over four millions vis- 
ited this state’s national forests! 

That awesome figure doesn’t include those who just trun- 
dled through the parks taking in the scenery, or getting snap- 
shots of the family standing in front of Yosemite’s Giant Red- 
woods or Death Valley’s weirdly pointed crags. It refers only 
to those who bided their time, set up camp, got out reel and 
rod, scrambled over mountain slopes on hiking trips, or skim- 
med down on skis in winter sports season. 

Among those four million were people from every state and 
from twelve foreign countries. Even these latter, though they 
may know their Louvre and their Alps, just had to see Cali- 
fornia’s wonderland !

According to William R. White, state superintendent of 
banking in New York, while jobs may not be so numerous in 
the trades and professions, there is still an unfilled need for 
both men and women of outstanding ability and _ training.
